One of the most peculiar dower

Levi Davis, a resident . of.. Polk' 


county, died September 8, 1914. He 
had been married in 1871 to Noami 
Pavis, who had abandoned him three 
months later. In 1877 she entered 
into.a marriage with Walton Brad- 
field, -of Payne, Iowa, without hav- 
ing divorced her: first husband. 
There was 'born '.unto them nine 
children. 
When Davis died she 


sought to claim her dower rights. 
The county court held .against J her.
